Storms of 
Wind and Lave, he landed at Conſtanti- 
nople, where he was received with much 
Reſpect by the Engliſb Merchants and 
Factors reſiding there, and behay'd him- 
ſelf ſo well in the Management of his 


Affairs, 
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Affairs, that he gained a general Eſteem; 
during which Time he forgot not to exer- 
ciſe his Valour as Occaſion requir'd ; and 
being now grown to his full Strength, 
he found none able to encounter him, 
though he was too modeſt to boaſt of 
his own Ability; but it fell out that 
upon the Marriage of one of the Turk's 
Daughters, great Sports and Shews were 
prepared, and all the valiant Knights 
ſummoned to exerciſe at Tilt an4 Tur- 
nament, in Honour of the Ladies and 
their Countries.

were ſeated in their Degrees, clad in 
golden Array, when on a ſudden three 
turks, well mounted, and richly armed, 
advanced with their Mooned Shields,

Knights of Chriſtendom, which made 
Aurelius mad to let them know what

and laid them dead at his Feet, demand- 
ing of the King what other dangerous 
Enterprizes they had to put on him, and 
he would gladly do it for the Honour of 
the Queen, and his Country 's Sake; when 


immediately the Emperor ceicended from 


his Throne, tenderly embracing him, 
{wearing he was ſome Angel, withal par- 
doning him, and gave him the beautiful 
Teoraza, his Daughter, in Marriage, with
